Historic Coldstlreams Band in Canada 


T he band of tbe famous Coldstream Regiment, tbe 
lineal descendant of the “New Model” the first 
Regular Army, which was raised and organized by 
Oliver Cromwell, are touring Canada thin summer 
under the direction of Lieut R. G. Evans. The Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool was on the dock when the band 
embarked on tbe Canadian Pacific liner “Montcalm” 
amid tbe cheers of thousands of people. 

Arriving in Quebec on June 26, the band proceeded 
on their way West, where they will fulfil a number of 
engagements at tbe Brandon, Saskatoon and Regina 
exhibitions, and the Calgary Stampede. Their tour 
Will probably extend as far as the Pacific Coast, In¬ 
cluding, also, visits to Vancouver and Wlnntpeg. Re¬ 
turning In the fall, the band will play at the Toronto 
Exhibition, and embark for borne on the “Empress of 
Scotland” on September 16. 

The last visit paid to Canada by the Coldstream 
Guards Band was In 1911, under the direction of Lleut.- 
Col. Mackenzie-Rogan, one of the Regiment’s most fam¬ 
ous bandmasters, who enlisted as a band boy In 1867 
and rose to be Director of Music to the Coldstream 
Guards and Senior Director of tbe Brigade of Guards. 
Wbsn Col. Mackenzie-Rogan took charge of the hand Its 
total strength was thirty-four performers, but when 
he handed It over to his successor. Lieut Evans, In 
1920, the band establishment was sixty-six. 

There Is evidence that a Coldstream Band existed In 
1742. At first Its members were civilians, hut In 1783 
the officers petitioned their Colonel-ln-Chief tor a hand 
of regular attested musicians and got It. Vhls band 
included’two oboes, tour clarionets, two bassoons, one 
trumpet, two horns and one serpent. In 1815 when 
tbe band had bean augmented by the Introduction of 
several more Instruments, It was ordered to Paris dur¬ 
ing the occupation-by the allies.

Included in this 
was 3,830 acres available for the group 
settlement ot seventeen families.

Over one-half of the wheat exports 
of the principal wheat exporting coun¬ 
tries of the world during the period 
from August 1. 1925, to February 28, 
1926, was made by Canada.

The perfection of a fog-signalling 
apparatus, controlled by wireless, for 
use in places where it is too expensive 
or otherwise impracticable to maintain 
and attend lighthouses. Is announced 
by the Marconi Company. 

The first wireless-controlled fog sig¬ 
nal has been established in the Firth 
of Clyde, Scotland. When a fog is 
observed from the central station, the 
keeper sends out wireless impulses 
which start a gun filing ihice every 
j twenty seconds until the keeper stops 
it by another set of wireless impulses. 

The invention is expected to greatly 
reduce the expense of maintaining fog 
j signals.

The study of a stringed instru¬ 
ment may be, and, when properly 
directed, is an educational force, 
the value of which has perhaps not 
yet been fully realised by the lead¬ 
ing educationalists.
